Humidity Top 
Problem For 
Undersea Crew 


RIVIERA BEACH, FU. (AP) 
— Four men who spent two 
days in the first self-contained 
undersea laboratory say it has 
great 
possibilities—but 
some­ 
thing will have to be done about 
the humidity. 
The can-like “Hydro-Lab,” 16 
feet long and 8 feet in diameter, 
supplied its own electricity as it 
lay 50 feet below the surface of 
the Atlantic ocean a mile off­ 
shore. 
Previous 
undersea 
habitats 
have received their electrical 
power 
from 
cables 
running 
down from the surface. This one 
relied on a fuel cell similar to 
the type used for power in the 
Apollo space flights. 
Emerging from the 48-hour 
test Saturday, Dr. Larry Hal­ 
langer of Part Hueneme, Calif., 
said: 
“The 
biggest problem was 
that it was like a sauna bath in 
there— a steaming jungle. The 
fuel cell worked fine, but they 
should have installed a dehu­ 
midifier or air conditioner.” 
The success of the experiment 
means that the Navy could now 
conceivably build an undersea 
station where men could watch 
for enemy submarine activity 
without having a surface plat­ 
form or support ship above to 
tip off the enemy.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
retirem ent of four mare spy 
vessels by next June 30 will 
leave the Navy with just two 
noncombatant-type

gence-gathering ships out of an 
original fleet of IO. 
Only the Valdez and the Mull­ 
er will remain once the Oxford, 
the Georgetown, the Jamestown 
and the Belmont are laid up. 
The Navy, in announcing the 
new

move, 
said 
the latest savings will be $43 
million. 
They are of the class of the 
Liberty ship which wras shot up 
by the Israelis in the Mediterra­ 
nean in 1967 and then retired. 
That incident and the North Ko­ 
rean seizure of the Pueblo, in 
January 1968, called into ques­ 
tion the value of unarmed or 
lightly armed intelligence ships.

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More Taxes 
If Michigan’s Legislature approves new 
taxes this fall, taxpayers of Michigan need not 
feel alone. According to the Tax Foundation, 
Inc., of New York, N. Y., residents of 34 states 
already face higher tax bills as a result of 1969 
legislation and those in several others — now 
including Michigan — may get socked. 
“Enaction of new major taxes and increases 
in existing levies will add $2.8 billion, or 7 per 
cent, to state revenues at current levels of econ­ 
omic activity,” the foundation reports. “Still 
pending in several states is legislation which 
would add over $850 million to the amounts ap­ 
proved to date, bringing the 1969 total to $3.7 
billion. 
“The 1969 tax measures will produce a 
record annual gain in dollar amounts attribut­ 
able to statutory action, topping previous highs 
of $1-3 billion and $2.5 billion in 1965 and 1967, 
respectively,” the foundation contines. ‘These 
developments follow two successive years of ex­ 
tremely rapid increases in state tax collections, 
associated with economic growth, inflation and 
statutory action. Estimated state collections in 
fiscal 1969 were in excess of $42 billion, almost 
.one third higher than the $32 billion collected 
just two years earlier, in fiscal 1967.”

Gov. Milliken^ proposals to finance the ed­ 
ucational reform package include a five cent in­ 
crease in the cigaret tax, effective Jan. I, 1970, 
to provide an estimated $18 million for the sec­ 
ond half of the current fiscal year and an esti­ 
mated $45 million in fiscal 1970-71: elimination 
of the property tax credits on the state income 
tax due in April, 1971, yielding about $116 mil­ 
lion, and revisions in the state income tax. Ac­ 
companying the revisions would be a new, state­ 
wide property tax which Gov. Milliken says 
would provide $300 to $400 million in property 
tax relief. 
Here is what the Tax Foundation reports 
has happened in some other states: 
Vermont became the 45th state to impose a 
general sales tax and North Carolina became the 
50th state to levy a cigaret tax. If Washington 
legislation is approved by voters, it will become 
the 38th state to assess a personal income tax 
and the 44th state to pass a corporate income 
J tax. 
Illinois pushed through the biggest package, 
adding new taxes on individual and corporate 
• income and boosting gasoline, cigaret and al­ 
coholic beverage taxes a total of $826 million, 
a 48 per cent gain over 1968 collections. Con­ 
necticut kicked its cigarete tax from eight to 16 
I cents a pack. Fifteen states boosted motor fuels 
’ taxes.

The I>egislatures of all these states, of 
Course, were convinced of the need to levy the 
'new taxes. The stand-by argument is that the 
people are demanding more state services and to 
get them they must pay. Inflation has added to 
She necessity . 
But with all the new* taxes, one begins to 
{Wonder where it will end? Will government ever 
£iave enough money. When will the people run 
•out of ability to pay? 
There are alread state and federal income 
paxes, taxes on entertainment, on sales on “lux­ 
u ry” items, on gasoline, on liquor and beer, on 
^tobacco. In addition, there are local property 
Jtaxes and in some instances local income taxes. 
*The Social Security contribution also is a tax. 
People, of course, are earning more and 
•more money from year-to-year, but as taxes con­ 
tinue to be tacked on at all levels of government

At the same time, the 
rovemment continues to grow. 
It’s a little facetious, but if the trend con­ 
tinues, howe many years will it be before the 
government instead of collecting taxes will find 
it easier to take the whole check p«d issue re­ 
funds ?

A New Democracy 
Due For Panama?

PANAMA CITY,

Brigadier General Omar Tor­ 
s o s, the commandant of the

recently

LANSING (APt - H o u s e 
Speaker William Ryan, D - De­ 
troit, said today the Milliken 
administration should admit that 
tax increases will be necessary 
through 1973 to finance educa­ 
tion reform. 
“Everyone knows there w i l l 
have to be income tax increases 
beginning in 1971 and further 
ones for the year after that and 
the year after that,” Ryan said 
at a morning news conference. 
“ I'm not saying the governor 
was dishonest, but we have to 
be honest with the people,” Ry­ 
an said. “We have to make it 
clear which groups will be pay­ 
ing what types of taxes,” 
Milliken indicated in a recent 
legislative address that the pres­ 
ent 2.6 per cent state personal 
income tax might be raised 1.5 
per cent to a 4.1 per cent rate. 
He made no specific proposal, 
however. 
Ryan said today he agrees 
with Milliken’s proposed 16-mill 
statewide property tax, but said 
he expected that to be increased. 
“We’re not quite sure about 
the 16 mills,” Ryan said. “Nat­ 
ural! increases in property value 
may a Mow a yield increase, but 
I rather doubt it.” 
Senate 
Republican 
leaders, 
Ryan said, have set an Oct. 30 
timetable for completion of up­ 
per chamber action on Milliken’* 
proposed $1.^35 billion school 
aid bill for next year and an two 
tax proposals. 
But the speaker said he doubt­ 
ed if the lower chamber could 
f.nish its own debate and voting 
on those bills by Nov. 14 as pro­ 
posed by the executive office.

Schoolcraft 
County

will be balloting Nov. 4 to de­ 
cide if a two-county probate 
court should replace the present 
angle County Court. Under pro­ 
visions of a bill signed by Gov. 
Williams G. Milliken last Au­ 
gust, 
Schoolcraft 
and 
Alger 
counties would join for a single 
probate 
court, assuming 
the 
question is approved by a ma­ 
jority vote in both counties. 
3 Counties Exempt 
The issue will affect 12 coun­ 
ties in the Upper Peninsula 
woh would form six multiple 
courts. Only Delta. Marquette 
and Chippewa counties, because 
of their population are exempt 
from the question. 
Salane Quoted 
Schoolcraft County Judge of 
Probote John S. Faketty has is­ 
sued the following statement 
on the 
proposed two-county 
Probate Court: 
“The proposed new court is 
talent in many areas except 


salaries. All the probate judges, 
whether in single or multiple 
courts, will receive an annual 
salary of $20,000. 75 per cent 
of this is to be paid by the State 
of Michigan and 25 per cent to 
be paid by the affected coun­ 
ties. with an allowable maxi­ 
mum supplement of $9,000 to be 
paid by the counties. In other 
words, a Judge could receive 
$15,000 from the State, and $14.- 
000 from the counties. The first 
impression will seem meet at­ 
tractive from a taxpayers point 
of view.

Intent Of BUI 
“The intent of the bill is 
obvious. The advocates claim 
that the bill will uplift the 
quality of the probate courts. 
The fact is that la Weyers have 
not been interested in seeking 
the office in small populated 
counties. The present salaries 
paid 
to 
the probate 
judges 
range from $6,500 to $29,000, 
depending on the population of 
the county. Schoolcraft County 
provides a salary to the probate 
judge in the amount of $8,200. 
$3,250 is paid by the State and 
$4,950 is paid by the County. 
“The lawyer-probate judge in 
small populated counties may 
practice his profession private­ 
ly. However, under the pro­ 
posed district probate court, he, 
the lawyer-judge, will be pro­ 
hibited from practicing law. 
“Even though the non-lawyer- 
judge may seek re-election to 
the office under the proposed 
district 
probate 
court, 
it 
is 
doubtful, in the opinion of the 
present 
Schoolcraft 
County 
Probate Judge, that the best 
interests of the people will be 
served by the establishment of a 
district probate court. It would 
appear that both the probate 
and Juvenile Code will need re­ 
vision in some areas, especially 
since the judge will require 
time for travel (with additional 
cost to the counties). The pre­ 
sent juvenile code provides that 
when a youngster is found vio­ 
lating the law, he, or she, shall 
be brought forthwith before the 
probate judge. In the case of the 
mentally ill, the court must act 
quickly in getting the best treat­ 
ment available for these unfor­ 
tunate people. The judge can­ 
not wait until the next day or 
the day after to do that which 
must be done today. 
Social Aspect Out 
“The probate judge will not 
have time for informal dis­ 
cussions on social and/or other 
problems. The social aspect, for 
which the probate court has 
long been known, will be out. 
“There may be those who will 
believe that a lawyer-probate 
judge will afford them free le­ 
gal services. This will not be 
possible for the same reason 
that he is prohibited to give le­ 
gal advice, free or fee, under 
the present court. A judge giv­ 
ing legal services on matters 
before his Court would be dis­ 
qualified from hearing the case. 
“There may be those who will 
believe that the delinquency 
problems will be lessened in 
counties with a lawyer-judge. 
There are only approximately 
twelve 
non-lawyer 
probate 
judges in Michigan, and, ac­ 
cording to a recent survey, the 
delinquency 
problem 
is 
not 
' greater in those counties. 
Term Nears End 
“The 
present 
Schoolcraft 
County Probate Judge has been 
in office for seventeen years 
with one more year remaining 
to his term in office. Salaries 
proposed under the new district 
court are appealing. However, 
I do not feel that the proposed 
court will serve the best in ter- 
' est of the people. Therefore, I 
am hopeful that the qualified

RED BEACH, Leyte, Philip- 
jMiles (AP) — U.S. and Filipino 
troops joined forces again today

White House is reported to be

protests 
against the war in Vietnam by 
Peace Corps volunteers in at 
least six foreign countries. 
In Turkey, Peace Corps mem­ 
bers led a silent vigil outside the 
U.S. Embassy. In the Domini­ 
can Republic, volunteers ran a 
n e w s p a p e r 
advertisement 
branding the war as unjust. Oth­ 
er protests took place in four 
South American countries, coin­ 
ciding with mid-week Vietnam 
Moratorium protests throughout 
the United States. 
Officially, the Peace Corps de­ 
nied the White House flap. But 
inside sources reported Henry 
Kissinger, the President’s for­ 
eign policy adviser, telephoned 
Peace Coorie Director Joseph 
Blatchtord to convey the dis­ 
pleasure. 
The Vietnam war is a sensi­ 
tive issue for the Peace Corps in 
many emerging nations where 
the U.S. involvement is under 
attack. The Vietnam issue is 
among the reasons blamed tor 
the Peace Corps’ ouster from 
Tanzania, which had been the 
first nation to ask for volunteers 
back an 1961. 
In the Dominican Republic, 
one of the volunteers who signed 
the advertisement said, "For 
the first time, I think many peo­ 
ple here have stopped looking 
on us as CIA agents." 
The advertisement, signed by 
38 members, called the war 
“unjust and irrational."

could provide great assistance 
in coping with a crisis in chil­ 
dren’s health care. 
The “supernurses" or “pedia­ 
tric nurse practitioners" are the 
central element of a plan on 
child health care that the pro­ 
fessor, Dr. Henry K. Silver, pre­ 
sented 
to the 
annual 
meet­ 
ing of the American Academy of 
Pediatrics in Chicago. 
Dr. Silver said the “super- 
nurses" 
could be trained to 
four months at a cost of $4,000 
each, far less than the cost of 
training physicians. 
After the specialized course, 
the nurses would handle about 
75 per cent of the children com­ 
ing to a health station, he said. 
“They can give almost total 
care to well children," Dr. Sil­ 
ver said, “and can evaluate and 
manage a majority of the sick 
and injured children seen in an 
ambulatory office setting." 
He said the "supernurses" 
could be trained in groups of 20 
a year at IOO training centers.
